Mr. Frank Fischer of Rensselaer, who 
was the architect for the Halleck Student 
Center and is the designer for the new 
student dormitory to be built next 
September, has his office in Chicago. In 


basement area that we’re talking 
about now, is as large as Raleigh 
Hall and this is only one floor 
in the building. It was intended 



to be a recreational area and if 
it’s not being used as a recrea- 
tional area I think perhaps that 
the best answer would come from 
the students. 

Is the plan of the basement 
area now, the same as it was 
orginally intended with the recent 
division of the room and all? 

Yes, and it was never done 
in the beginning because of lack 
of funds.

Do you think thg college has 
failed to carry through on your 
original design?

In time when the population of 
the campus increases and when 
there’s an abundant need for this 
type of facility I’m sure they will 
use it. They may wind up tearing 
out walls and doing anything else 
to accommodate themselves for 
the particular usage. This build- 
ing will take that sort of thing. 
It’s a structure resting on 
columns, and the removal of walls 
and that sort of thing will not 
necessarily damage, the building. 
I think it is flexible enough to 
meet any of^tnese needs so far as 
the design (of the ^wilding is con-

As the year’s sports program at Saint Joseph’s draws to a close, 
the spotlight is once again on gridiron magician Jim Artneberg and his 
band of snarling Pumas. 

Last Saturday’s “Old-Timer’s Game” was a bit shabby in spots, 
which is to be expected, of course, in the spring’s first and only real 
test. f 

It is hard to appraise a team who has just finished playing a host 
of semi out-of-shapes who had only an hour or so before the game to 
organize a t^m.. You cannot prognosticate how the Pumas would have 
done against Ball State or any other team who has also practiced 
all spring. 

One sure thing is that next fall not many, if any, op- 
ponents will halt the Pumas’ passing attack. Duffy Hagist 
(11 for 22) was accustomed to throwing a heavier ball in 
practice, and consequently overthrew his target frequently 
with the lighter game ball. Still, his three TD passes and his 
153-yard total is nothing to scoff at. 


Seldom does the first half of a 
book tell the whole story, but the 
first half of last Saturday’s an-

game told most of the tale on 
Saint Joseph’s gridiron as coach 
Jim Arneberg’s well - conditioned 
Pumas wore down the Old-Timers 
en route to a 14-0 halftime lead, 
then cruised home to a 37-0 rout. 

The continuing improvement of 
.Collegeville’s football fortunes was 
evident from the outset, as Duffy 
Hagist quarterbacked the Saints 
with the finesse that earned him 


One weak spot for the Pumas last Saturday was the ground game. 
Aside from A1 Bucina (6.3 yards per carry) and Jim Dundas (5.0 
yards per carry), the backs were not gaining the yardage. This seems 
to indicate either that the backs are too slow getting to the hole, or 
that the offensive line is weak in blocking — and it is probably a com- 
bination of both. 

The offensive line is a strong one, and as they gain experience 
playing together, the game scores will show it. Their pass blocking 
was good, indicated by the fact that Hagist had all day to pass despite 
the rushing onslaughts of Terry Davisson, Denny Stanczak, Ron 
Boguski and Denny Mudd. 


All-Indiana Collegiate Conference 
honors last year and end Mike 
Sheahan again proved his favor- 
ite target. 

Hagist threw three touch- 
down passes while Sheahan 
caught three as the Varsity 
won its ninth contest in 12 
duels with the Alumni. Hagist 
completed 11 of 22 throws 
for 163 yards "and Sheahan 
nabbed five tosses for 81 
yards to pace the Varsity’s 
177-yard passing total. Add 
59 yeards rushing to this and 
you get the Varsity’s 236 
yard total, a long shot better 
than the Alumni’s 18 yard 
total (19 passing and minus 
one rushing). 

The Varsity’s first score came 
with 3:28 to play in the first 
quarter, capping a 77-yard drive. 
Hagist threw 12 and 14-yard pass- 
es to end Wayne Tilton and Shea- 
han, but the key advance came on 
a 20-yard interference call against 
the Old-Timers which put the ball 
on the Alumni 26. Hagist then 
picked up ten on the ground be- 
fore rifling a 16-yard scoring 
strike to sophomore John Bender. 

John Ferguson kicked the first 
of his five successful conversions 
to make it 7-0. 

The second scoring drive start- 
ed near the end of the first quar- 
ter at the Varsity 31. Aided by 
30 yards in penalties during the 
69-yard march, Hagist set up the 
score with a 14-yard, tackle-eligi- 
ble toss to Mitch Dmytrow to put 
the ball on the Alumni four. Half- 
back Tom Franko skirted his own 
right end on the next play for the 
touchdown and a 13-0 lead. Fer-

The other spring sports teams — track, tennis and golf— were faced 
with their Usual dilemma of trying to win, and were unsuccessful again. 

The cinder squad did win two of five meets — against Camp 
Atterbury Job Corps and Indiana Tech— but the competition was weak. 
Coach Arneberg, by scheduling these teams gave the track team an 
opportunity to experience a victory. Psychologically, it was advan- 
tageous in instilling a bit of confidence and spirit into the team. 

The tennis team won only one meet this spring, against Marian.

have less than 500 people in the phone in the hall and get your 
room then you begin to have a call, 
longer reverberation time, hence, 
more echo. Now in the room there 
is a flutter. If you stand in the 
center of the room and make any 
kind of noise it goes on endlessly. 

And this is because of the endless 
reverberation between the floor 
and ceiling, just this flat part in 
the center of the ceiling. By sheer 
accident they are exactly parallel. 

Only God could do this kind of 
thing. They are exactly parallel. 

So any sound keeps going end- 
lessly. So you can imagine what 
happens when you have a number 
of people in there and sound is 
trapped between the ceiling and 
floor. 

It can be taken care of by 
putting absorbing material up 
there ^ merely changing the 
plane of this ceiling. 

When do you expect to start 
construction on the new dorm? 

Well, we will probably go out 
for bids, we hope, sometime in the 
middle or late summer. We would 
like to start it in September and 
this would be with the hope it 
could be completed and occupied 
a year later.
